And What Have You

Whether we like it or not it ap­ 
pears that we wi11 soon be faced with 
another increase in the State Sales 
Tax. This seems to be the direction 
our lawmakers in Austin are headed. 
The Governor wants a half-cent 
increase and others want a one-eent 
increase. On the face of it we won­ 
der about the half-cent increase but 
suppose that since we have to divide 
the tax out over a dollar the half- 
cent would not be as confusing as it 
first seems. 
An increase in this direction 
would mean that in most cities in 
Texas the tax would be from 4 1/2<p 
to 
on the dollar which is getting 
pretty high. But the problem seems 
to be one of what do you tax if you 
do not increase the sales tax. 
Some of the exemptions could be 
removed but it seems that just about 
everyone is opposed to taking the 
tax off of groceries and apparently 
this would not raise the money that 
will be needed. 
While we do not have any figures 
on it, we wonder if the plan pro­ 
posed early by the then Gov. John 
Connally to go to a state-wide one- 
cent city sales tax with the state 
getting the money not going to the 
cities, coupled with the eliminations 
of most exemptions would not come 
up with enough money. 
This would solve two problems — 
it would hold the tax to the same 
level it is now for most Texans and 
at the same time take care of the 
situation that exists where stores 
just outside city limits a n ' one-cent 
cheaper than those inside. 
It seems that w’e arc past the 
point of deciding whether or nc\ ti if 
state will increase spending, and 
now it is just a matter of how' do we 
raise the money. 
We are opposed to one point in 
the Governor’s plan. 
He wants an 
increase in the gasoline tax with the 
money going into the general reve­ 
nue fund. We feel that any money 
raised by gasoline taxes should be 
spent on highways. 
One thing that always bothers 
us about the way our legislative 
branch seem s to work in Austin. 
Both the house and the senate labor 
over an appropriation bill and a 
spending bill then live senators and 
five house members get together 
and write what sometimes seems 
like all new bills. Wouldn't it be 
cheaper in the longrun if we just e- 
1 cc ted five to each house to start 
with ? 


We understand that there are 
times when a small group can ac­ 
complish what alarge group can nev­ 
er do but at the same time we ques­ 
tion the wisdom of giving this small 
group as much power as they seem 
to have. For some reason they al­ 
ways seem to take care of their ow n 
pet interests regardless of the need 
of the state as a w hole.

By far the largest group of roads 
in the state are county roads of 
which there are 137,600 miles.
